However, even if such credits

Gleitze, who holds four other key 
positions in the Sovict administra. 
tion, estimated that German nationol 
wealth at the war's end totalled 
approximately  165,000,000,000 gold 
marks’ (US$60,000,000,000). 

“This amount hos been reduced 
seriously during the past two years 
because Germans cannot exist nn 
the profits they are carning from 
Industry: at the present,’ Gleitze 
sald, “They have to sell substanco 
and the most drastic cxample to 
prove permanent loss of substance Is 
the black market, where all kinds 
of; goods are sold in order to obtain 
‘ood.” é 

He said Germany must realise sho 
could -only contract debts to oa 
certain extent and the “consequences 
of over-indebtedness . were ‘ovident 
after the first world war,” ' 

Essential Conditions 
One of the essentinl conditions of 
| restoration of cconomy was currency 
t reform, Gleltze ‘said.. He fnvoured 
tthe issue of new banknotes, but em- 
phasised: “The amounts ‘of notes to 
be {issued must .correspond to tho 
real valuey left In Germany.” 
Another essential for restoring 
| German economy was the establish- 
ment of the foreign trade- market, 
he said. f 

“It is no secret. the banks. in. the 
Sovict zone are in. a very” liquid 
position” largely because all private 
accounts had been dlocked, he -sald. 
_ Gieitze asserted that in the event 
of currency - reform. 
must be found whereby the people 
of. the Eastern zone, whose bank 
accounts are blocked, _ will not be 
treated worse than the lucky pcople 
in the West whose accounts are not 
frozen.” ; 

Gleitze Is also Vice-President of 
the Finance Department, Dean of 
the Berlin University Economic De~«
